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Town planners reject 
'offensive' shop signs

WE love shopping at 
Lidl’s — but the enormous 
billboards they want to 
slap on their Crewkerne 
store would be “absolutely 
horrendous”, “appalling”, 
“offensive”, “over the top” 
and “clutter”. 

That was the unanimous 
verdict of civic chiefs this 
week when they consid¬ 
ered a planning application 
from the popular super¬ 
market. 

And it echoed the expert 
opinion of retired architect 
and Crewkerne Civic So¬ 
ciety spokesman Simon 
Sprent. 

During the public forum 
session, Mr Sprent told 
councillors: “Lidl want to 
put up two non-illumi- 
nated billboards. 

“These are absolutely 
huge and out-of-scale. 
They are quite gross, in 
my opinion.” 

The store is seeking per¬ 
mission to erect a pair of 
billboards, both measuring 


6.3m (21ft) long by 3m 
(10ft) tall. 

One is earmarked for the 
external wall facing the 
George precinct, the other 
on the outside wall on the 
opposite side of the store. 

Mr Sprent added: “They 
are just immensely huge. 
And they are a great deal 
wider than the first house I 
ever lived in, which was 
13 feet! 

“They will be absolutely 
appalling to look at and 
spoil the environment.” 

Civic chiefs agreed — 
even though they wel¬ 
comed the economic boost 
Lidl has brought to their 
town. 

Councillor Jo Dawson 
went in to bat first, telling 
her colleagues: “These are 
very large billboards. 

“The computerised pic¬ 
tures (of the hoardings) 
look absolutely horren¬ 
dous. Sorry! 

“The planning officer I 
spoke to a couple of weeks 


ago felt it would be over 
the top. I don’t see why 
they need them.” 

Councillor Rusty Jack- 
son then took up her cudg¬ 
els. 

“I absolutely agree with 
Mr Sprent. 

“We are trying to de¬ 
clutter Crewkerne, not 
clutter it up more! 

“This would set a prece¬ 


dent for other supermar¬ 
kets. 

“We should absolutely 
say No!” 

Next to join the fray was 
Mayor Robin Pailthorpe, 
who was equally aghast. 

“The size of the bill¬ 
boards would be far more 
appropriate for an out-of- 
town site. They are not re¬ 
motely appropriate for a 


town-centre site. 

“They are too big and 
obvious, and I think they 
will be offensive. 

“I would urge people to 
say No!” 

Members unanimously 
urged South Somerset 
planners to throw out the 
application when they 
consider it in the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks.

Christian ethos is 
alive and kicking 
at Ashlands School 


THE Christian ethos of Ashlands Church of England First 
School in Crewkerne went under the microscope during 
the spring. 

And it’s alive and well, according to Anglican school 
inspector Daphne Spitzer. 

The 107-pupil school in North Street was the subject of 
a one-day probe known as a “Statutory Inspection of An¬ 
glican Schools” — the equivalent of a friendly OFSTED 
inspection, but focusing only on the school’s religious 
ethos. 

Inspector Spitzer was pleased with what she saw during 
her visit on 19 April, stating in her report to the Bishop 
of Bath and Wells: “The distinctive Christian character 
of Ashlands Church of England First School is reflected 
in its happy, inclusive, Christian ethos and in the way that 
the lives of the school, church and town are closely in¬ 
tertwined. 

“This has a positive impact on the academic, personal 
and spiritual development of the children. 

“Children take great pride in their school and its com¬ 
munity.” 

Mrs Spitzer also highlighted four key strengths which 
she identified at Ashlands: 

♦ harmony among pupils based on “the Christian val-

ues of friendship, trust and forgiveness”; 

♦ “outstanding leadership” from Headteacher Carol 
Wills and her staff; 

♦ the pivotal role of collective worship in developing 
“spiritual understanding”; and 

♦ a strong partnership between the school, parents, gov¬ 
ernors and St Bartholomew’s Church. 

Breaking down racial barriers 

Mrs Spitzer also noted that Headteacher Mrs Wills 
stresses “explicit Christian values” during daily assem¬ 
blies. 

“This was evident in the way the children talked about 
the role of Martin Luther King as a peacemaker, breaking 
down racial barriers,” she wrote. 

In her regular newsletter to parents, Headteacher Mrs 
Wills said she was delighted with the inspector’s find¬ 
ings. 

She said: “We had our SIAS Church School Inspection 
recently. We are very pleased to say that we have had a 
GOOD result with some very special comments about our 
school.”

posal and developers 
Ecos, had stated that they 
needed the surgery deal 
plus six or seven new 
builds to make it afford¬ 
able to convert the old 
barns on the site at Moor¬ 
lands Farm.

on what could happen by 
way of future development 
in the village, they could 
only discuss the plans be¬ 
fore them. 

Councillor Simon Bend¬ 
ing, formerly a district 
councillor, urged them all 
to make their concerns 
known to South Somerset 
District Council, who 
would ultimately make the 
decision. 

He added that if there 
were sufficient objections 
it would go to the Area 
West committee and he 
would suggest that the 
meeting could be held in 
the village, as had hap¬ 
pened in the past, to allow 
as many local people as 
possible to attend. 

There were also objec¬ 
tions to the proposed de¬ 
sign of the surgery 
building, which was de¬ 
scribed as being long and 


low with a mixture of 
brick and timber cladding 
and profile metal cladding 
for the roof. 

Some villagers felt this 
was out of keeping and 
would not be permitted in 
a dwelling so askey why 
should it be allowed for 
the surgery. 

There was also some 
anger that Dr Roger 
Gilson had not attended 
the special meeting. Dis¬ 
trict councillor Paul 
Maxwell had been unable 
to attend as he was at the 
June meeting of Area 
West. 

After some heated dis¬ 
cussion, the diminished 
number of councillors 
voted unanimously to sup¬ 
port the plans but with a 
substantial list of condi¬ 
tions and concerns. These 
included: development 

plans beyond what was 
expected - less housing 
would allow re-position¬ 
ing of the surgery and 


cause less impact on other 
properties; current proper¬ 
ties were not correctly 
named on the plan; over¬ 
looking - restriction on 
windows suggested; af¬ 
fordable homes should be 
included; concerns over 
increased traffic emerging 
onto Broadway; increased 
noise levels; pedestrian 
safety not achieved; bin 
store too near other prop¬ 
erties; surgery and phar¬ 
macy design not in 
keeping; destruction of 
natural flora and fauna; 
construction access via 
Moorlands Road where 
residents and users of the 
shop park. 

Dr Gilson later told the 
Weekender. “I did not 
know about this meeting 
and I would have been 
happy to attend if so re¬ 
quested. Our only concern 
and interest is to try and 
get a surgery for Merriott. 
The practice hopes to buy 
some land from the own¬ 


ers of the site for this pur¬ 
pose but we have no con¬ 
trol over the other 
developments that may be 
planned on the adjacent 
land and we have no finan¬ 
cial or other interest in the 
developer’s plans. 

“Obviously, the planners 
will determine whether 
our surgery is given per¬ 
mission and likewise 
whether any other devel¬ 
opment on this site is per¬ 
mitted. I do not think the 
two issues are connected 
so I am not sure why there 
was such a concern. The 
planners can presumably 
accept or decline any part 
or all of the planning ap¬ 
plication that is not accept¬ 
able. 

“I am happy to leave this 
decision to the planning 
authority and clearly any¬ 
one who has strong feel¬ 
ings about the surgery 
should make their opinion 
known to the planning au¬ 
thority.”

Last chance to comment on Local Plan 


FOLLOWING South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council’s approval of a Local 
Plan (previously named Core Strat¬ 
egy) for South Somerset there is now 
a six week consultation period for 
people to have their say on the pro¬ 
posals that will be put before a gov¬ 
ernment inspector. 

The Local Plan is a document that 
will be used to guide new develop¬ 
ment across South Somerset up to 
the year 2028. 

The council consulted on its draft 
planning proposals in October to De¬ 
cember 2010 when local people were 
given the opportunity to comment on 
the councils “preferred options”. 

The council has now reviewed all 
the comments received and has 
sought to address the issues that were 
identified and make some changes to 
the plan to better reflect what the 
community want. 

Now residents, businesses and 
parishes are invited to review and 


make comments on changes made to 
the draft before the council submits 
the plan to Government for approval. 

The consultation period will run 
from June 28th to August 10th. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of 
SSDC said: “This Local Plan is one 
of the most important issues to come 
before the people of South Somerset 
in more than a decade. 

“Whilst we are required to follow 
certain Government guidelines it is 
everyone’s opportunity to influence 
the key decisions that will shape the 
future of the district for many years 
ahead. 

“We need to take a long term view 
that is more concerned with meeting 
the needs of future generations than 
it is about today’s concerns. 

“Although we are now in the clos¬ 
ing stages of the plan being adopted, 
having taken note of everything the 
community have said so far, there is 
this last opportunity to have your say. 


“Comments, either in support or 
objection, will then be passed on to 
a Planning Inspector who will hold a 
public examination and make a final 
decision later this year.”

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More warmth and well-being at less 
cost through home energy-efficiency 


A WARM, cosy home for everyone is the govern¬ 
ment's plan with the Green Deal from this autumn 
for the 26m homes that need an energy-efficiency 
retrofit. Jon Lewes, from llminster's Home Energy 
Centre, takes a look around the local options and 
measures that the householder can take to 
achieve greater energy-efficiency in the home 
and to bring down the cost of the home's energy 
bills. 

The average South Somerset home uses 4,400 
kWh units of electricity a year, some 25% above the 
national average, and with heating also being a unit 
guzzler the measures available to make your home 
more energy-efficient and therefore more warm 
and cosy and cheaper to run are important to put 
in place. Help and information is available from the 
government's Energy Savings Trust website and 
from the local Domestic Energy Assessors who issue 
Energy Performance Certificates (EPC) and are con- 
tactable through the Home Energy Centre, llmin- 
ster. 

Reducing fuel bills by generating your own elec¬ 
tricity with a solar pv system on your home's 
rooftop has become popular, with government pro¬ 
jections expecting 2m homes to have installed solar 
pv in the next three years. Patrick Criddle of Light- 
work Energy Systems in Broadway/Buckland, ex¬ 
plains'^ standard 4 kWp installation is now possible 
for a cost from £6,000, although it's important that 
the home is energy-efficient with at least a level D 
Energy Performance Certificate (EPC) rating. 

That generation will generate enough electricity 
to cover the average household's needs and as well 
as home-generated electricity reducing the electric 
bills the installation receives the government's FiT 
subsidy providing an annual return on installation 
cost of some 8%." 

Whichever way the energy is produced energy 
wastage in the home is still high. An uninsulated 
house loses about one third of its heat through the 
building's walls, which can be seen clearly in a ther¬ 


mal image. When the winter snow comes, you'll also 
see immediately how much heat you are losing 
through the roof by the snow on your roof melting 
faster than your well-insulated neighbour! 

Insulation is the number one energy-efficiency 
measure, for both loft and cavity-wall. South Som¬ 
erset District Council is encouraging householders 
to get their home insulated before the Autumn as 
at present insulation is available free through the 
local council scheme Warm Front until October 
when the government's Green Deal will be getting 
started. The Green Deal will provide homes with 
funds for energy-efficiency measures that are then 
repaid monthly with the savings from increased en¬ 
ergy-efficiency. 

Next most cost-effective step to reduce your en¬ 
ergy bill is a measure well-known in industry and 
now available for homes. Appliances work best, and 
most cost-effectively, at 220v but in UK our voltages 
have historically been higher than needed for 
household appliances with actual voltage levels 
varying during the day to a typical average around 
245v. Now households can smooth the voltage, 
known as voltage optimisation, with a compact do¬ 
mestic unit from VPhase. Easily installed by an elec¬ 
trician into the consumer board, no disruption is 
caused, and no maintenance nor change to lifestyle 
required ! In case-studies the voltage optimisation 
unit is shown to save around 10% on the average 
home's electricity bill and some 16% on an A-rated 
refrigerator. 

While appliances can be made more cost-effective 
with voltage optimisation, replacing old for new is 
also an instant winner in cost-reductions. If your 
fridge-freezer or washing machine is approaching 
its 10th birthday, it will likely be using 50% more en¬ 
ergy than a new top-rated A*** model and costing 
you up to £37 a year in extra bills. In the showroom 
a coloured energy label tells you how efficient the 
appliances are. An A-rated machine provides the 
biggest carbon emission (C02 ) saving, which is 


good for reducing your household's carbon foot¬ 
print, with the cost of buying the appliance poten¬ 
tially completely covered by the reduction in 
running costs. 

Wood-burners, open fires and chimineas can pro¬ 
vide saving in fuel costs by burning lower-cost fuel 
in the form of biomass such as wood logs, chip or 
pellets. At even lower cost straw logs are now avail¬ 
able. An efficient, eco-friendly fuel alternative to 
wood and coal, straw logs are individually wrapped 
so are cleaner to handle than other fuels and safe 
and compact to stack, even inside your home. 
Smoke-free, the high level of radiant heat for up to 
three hours gives seven times more heat than wood 
logs, without sparking or expanding. Straw logs can 
be found locally for sale by the bundle at Martock 
and South Petherton farmers'markets. 

On the subject of wood-burning, one wood- 
burner that is purpose-designed to provide high 
performance is the Dante, handbuilt at the 
RawHeat Stove Co in Beaworthy, and offering 
greater performance and controllability.The design 
uses a flamepath which heats the bottom, the front 
and sides of the stove, unlike traditional stoves 
which just heat the top using a baffle plate. This 
smoke path, combined with the smoke burning, 
gives the Dante remarkable efficiency, as well as 
giving any room an attractive and welcoming focus. 

Oil-fired boilers are used for heating by those 
homes not on the mains gas grid as the only option 
other than electric but now a growing number of 
homes are exchanging their oil-fired boilers for bio¬ 
mass, wood-fired boilers. The government's new 
subsidy, the Renewable Heat Initiative (RHI), start¬ 
ing in summer 2013, should help the takeup of the 
alternative to oil-fired as it will be paid on every unit 
of heat generated by renewable fuels. 

Details of many more energy-efficiency measures 
are available from the Home Energy Centre, llmin- 
ster, by email or by dropping in to browse.

Helping young people 
to find some direction 


W HILE others complain 
about young people hang¬ 
ing around on the streets, 
the Streetspace team have, for the last 
five years, been working with the 
youth of Chard and now Ilminster, to 
help them make their own place in the 
community. 

Like the Street Pastors, they are 
Christians but do not preach to the 
young people, only having theologi¬ 
cal conversations if asked. 

Their detached youth project works 
with those who tend not to engage in 
youth organisations, talking with 
them and identifying what may spark 
their interest. 

Working closely with the town 
council, Streetspace helped with the 
successful skate park project at Hen¬ 
son Park in Chard and members are 
currently working with the youth of 
Ilminster and Ilminster Town Council 
to build one at the recreation ground 
there. 

With so many cuts in youth provi¬ 
sion, they are trying to catch some of 
the fallout and fill the gap. 

Experienced youth worker Tracey 
Hallett from Haselbury Plucknett 
was taken on as a student youth and 
community worker by Streetspace 
last September. She is studying two 
days a week for her youth and com¬ 
munity and practical theology degree. 

Tracey has been charged with the 
task of organising the third annual 
community day to be held in Henson 
Park on Saturday, July 14th and is 
also running a youth club at Tatworth 
Church and helping to fundraise for 
six Chard youths to go to Romania in 
August, to help Chard-based charity 
Project Romania. 

Mother of two Tracey loves her 
work. She said: “Since September we 
have done so many good projects 
with young people, we are really ex¬ 
panding and it’s so exciting, we are 
moving on to one-to one -mentoring. 

“My post is split between Tatworth 
Church and Streetspace. Tim Price

the vicar there is the chairman of 
Project Romania and when one of the 
young people expressed an interest in 
going to Africa to do some voluntary 
work in Burkina Faso we realised that 
was too expensive and too risky, so 
we suggested going to Romania. 

“Chard’s twin town Sie Ca Mare 
has a rainbow centre - a community 
centre for the village where they hold 
a GP surgery twice a week but they 
have no pharmacy. The plan is to con¬ 
vert a derelict portacabin. The six 
guys we are taking have been in¬ 
volved with Streetspace for three or 
four years and we are hoping they 
will become young leaders. 

“There is a nine stage process to ap¬ 
proach people on the street. First we 
walk past regularly, say hi and make 
eye contact, you have to be aware you 
are meeting them in their space and 
not everyone wants to have contact. 
The relationship we try to establish is 
non-judgemental and in the winter 
months we have meals and meetings 
when we meet them on a monthly 
basis over food at the Liza Tandoori. 
We try to see them face to face once 
a week and just hang out and chat, I 
just started a girls’ group and we use 
the Welcome Bap. 


“A lot of the work is about building 
self-esteem and confidence. We also 
help with careers advice and try to 
point them in the right direction, they 
are such a mixed bunch and unem¬ 
ployment and financial pressure is a 
massive issue. Things like the skate 
park project and the community day 
can help them rediscover a sense of 
belonging. 

“How I came to this is a bit of a 
story, my husband is in the military 
and I had been doing a youth and 
community degree with the MOD but 
took a year out of work because I had 
been very ill. I already had Christian 
values but while I was ill, my faith 
developed. 

“When I was well again, every time 
I looked at courses on the computer, 
this one kept coming up but part of 
the academic study was a practical 
placement. There was nothing local 
that I could see but I decided to sign 
up anyway and then I saw Streetspace 
were looking for a student and it all 
fell into place. 

“It is a fantastic opportunity for me. 
I ran youth clubs in Ilchester before 
and helped get the youth parish coun¬ 
cil off the ground there. With two 
children who are 11 and 12, it’s a real 
challenge but my husband Dean is 
being wonderful and volunteers him¬ 
self at the youth club on Friday 
nights. 

“The community day should be big¬ 
ger and better this year with 35 stalls. 
A lot of other agencies are involved - 
Yarlington are providing a drumming 
workshop - and Chard Town FC are 
going to hold a penalty shoot off. 
Kelly Leigh dancers will be street 
dancing and the majorettes will be 
there, the town council are very sup¬ 
portive and the mayor will be on the 
barbecue again. 

“On behalf of the team I would like 
to take this opportunity to recognise 
the work of all our volunteers and say 
thank you to those who are support¬ 
ing us.”

room, Ilminster mayor 
councillor Roger Swann 
said it had been obligatory 
at the grammar school to 
be an army cadet. He ad¬ 
mitted that when he was 
first issued a 303 Lee En¬ 
field rifle, he was feigning 
jabbing at a mate with a 
bayonet, pulled back too 
far and broke a window 
with the butt end. 

His punishment was to 
carry the heavier Bren 
Gun. Sergeant Matt Ser¬ 
geant said he was particu¬ 
larly keen on the shooting

Cost of fuel remains biggest 
concern for used car buyers 


FOLLOWING Tuesday's announcement by Chancellor 
George Osborne to further delay the 3p increase in fuel 
duty, new research from leading vehicle auction company, 
British Car Auctions (BCA), highlights motorists continued 
worries about the cost of fuel. Over 60% of respondents 
to the BCA research cited the cost of fuel as their biggest 
motoring concern. 

The BCA data, based on research conducted at the end 
of May and early June, also reveals that motorists have 
been changing their driving behaviour to try to combat 
rising motoring costs. 

"Our research shows that the cost of fuel remains the top 
priority for motorists, with many changing the way they 
drive to maximise their fuel efficiency," said BCA 
spokesman Tim Naylor. "With this in mind, the postpone¬ 
ment of the fuel duty increase combined with a general 
reduction in fuel prices in recent weeks will come as a relief 
to many motorists." 

Data from the BCA research reveals that 63% of motorists 
said they have cut back on car usage in the past year due 
to the increased cost of fuel with nearly 45% opting to walk 
more as a consequence. 

Using more public transport was the second most popu¬ 
lar alternative to save on fuel costs at 33%, with London 
drivers topping the table for using public transport at 50%. 
South East drivers came second at 34.5%, followed by Mid¬ 


lands motorists at 29.1 %; South West drivers at 27.9%; and 
North West drivers at 24.6%. 

However, despite 63% of respondents from the across the 
country saying they are limiting their car usage in the face 
of rising fuel prices, nearly 65% still fill up the tank when 
they go to the petrol station. 

South West motorists top the table in filling up their tank 
at 70.2%, closely followed by drivers in the South East at 
70.1%. London motorists were the least likely to fill up 
their tank at 56.4%. This could reflect that city dwellers are 
more likely to have better public transport links to fall back 
on, making it easier to get around without a car. 

"At BCA, we have seen increased demand for smaller, 
fuel-efficient vehicles, as UK households look to cut their 
motoring costs and consequently values have tended to 
rise for these more economical cars", concluded Tim Nay¬ 
lor.

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Advanced drivers on course 


DRIVERS coached beyond the L-test to advanced 
driving standard are more aware of other road users, 
road conditions and hazards on the road, according 
to a study by Jean Hopkin Research Associates, pub¬ 
lished todayl. 

Ninety percent of advanced drivers are more aware 
of other road users, and potential hazards. Sixty-six 
per cent believe that advanced driver training helped 
them to avoid an incident or collision, and 78 per cent 
have better car-handling skills. 

The independent survey of 2,5001AM members also 
shows that advanced driving saves fuel and money. 
Sixty per cent say their driving is more fuel efficient as 
a result of taking a course. 

The top ten reasons for taking the advanced driv¬ 
ing course are: 

• greater awareness of potential hazards and difficult 
driving conditions 

• greater awareness of other road users 

• improved general driving outlook/ philosophy 

• improved planning and anticipation 

• smoother driving/ better progress 

• improved use of road space 

• more alert driving - less'driving on auto-pilot' 

• better car handling skills 

• improved confidence in my driving; and more tol¬ 
erant and aware of the behaviour of other road users. 


Men are more likely than women to say their driving 
has become more responsible, considerate, and toler¬ 
ant, and that they drive less fast as a result of the 
course. 

Women are more likely than men to say their driving 
had become more decisive and confident. Eighty nine 
per cent agree that taking the 1AM test had a perma¬ 
nent positive effect on their day-to-day driving. 
Women were more likely to report lasting effects on 
their driving style than men. 

Among 17 to 29 year-olds, 49 per cent took the ad¬ 
vanced test to get cheaper insurance and 60 per cent 
to reduce their risk of being involved in an accident. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said: "We know that 
educating drivers and changing their attitudes to driv¬ 
ing makes them safer. This report also demonstrates 
an improvement in hazard awareness and therefore a 
reduction in the likelihood of an accident. 

"Young and inexperienced drivers in particular will 
benefit from further coaching, but more experience 
on the road doesn't mean that your attitude to driving 
is any healthier. Advanced drivers are significantly 
safer in a number of key areas, including speed, main¬ 
taining safe distances between themselves and other 
drivers, cornering and use of mirrors."

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Millions more Britons will 
take a holiday this summer 


MILLIONS more Britons will take a summer holiday this 
year to get away from the miserable weather, sports over¬ 
load and a second year without one, new figures suggest. 

And it could provide a welcome boost to the nation's 
hard hit holiday industry who are struggling to fill spaces 
on planes and rooms in hotels. 

Last year more than one in four (26 per cent) chose not 
to go away during the summer, hoping for a bit of sun at 
home instead and to save cash. 

But this year that figure has fallen to just one in five (21 
per cent) said the survey by satnav firm TomTom. 

And many more are jetting off during June and July this 
year, suggesting the reason may be to avoid the big na¬ 
tional occasions. 

Almost as many (21 per cent) are taking their holidays 
in June and July as August (22 per cent) said the poll. 

But last year only 17 per cent went away in June, 18 per 
cent in July while August was easily the most popular 
month with 24 per cent, TomTom's figures reveal. 

It marks a change in attitude among cash-strapped 
Britons with almost a third (31 per cent) looking for sun¬ 
shine and 42 per cent who say they just want to 'relax'. 

And only 22 per cent have chosen the cheapest option 
for their break, suggesting the end of the big 'staycation' 
revolution and a return to sun, sea and sand abroad. 

Spain, including Majorca and the other islands, remains 
the most popular single destination and the Euro crisis

Almost seven in ten (69 per cent) admit their summer 
holiday is 'important' to them. 

If money were no object, 38 per cent of all UK adults 
would go to a tropical paradise island and 14 per cent 
would choose a cruise.
